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I'REFACE. 


The  propagation  and  growing  of  fruit  in  Pennsylvania  has  been 
pur.>^ued  as  a  branch  of  farm  livelihood  since  the  early  settlement  of 
the  State,  but  it  is  only  within  recent  years  that  the  tendency  has 
teen  to  improve  the  quality  and  apperance  of  the  fruit  and  increase 
the  quantity. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  our  pomologists  have  succeeded  so 
well  that  apples,  which  rank  first  among  orchard  fruits,  produced 
here  rival  the  apples  of  the  northwest  in  appearance  and  excel  them 
in  quality.  In  quantity  Pennsylvania  ranks  second  as  an  apple- 
producing  state. 

It  is  apparent  that  our  soil  and  climate  are  Avell  adapted  to  fruit 
production.  During  our  early  history  and  down  to  within  compara- 
tively recent  years,  the  orchards  produced  fruit  for  family  use  and 
the  surplus  was  sold  to  the  local  market  in  some  neighboring  vil- 
lage. However,  it  has  only  been  within  recent  years  that  the  pro- 
duction of  fruit  for  the  markets  of  our  large  cities  and  for  exporta- 
tion has  engaged  the  attention  of  our  people.  While  great  strides 
have  been  made  in  this  industry  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  Pennsyl- 
vania is  only  in  its  infancy  as  a  fruit  growing  state.  It  is  evident- 
that  future  years  will  show  great  advances.  Since  it  has  been  suc- 
cessfully demonstrated  that  fruit  can  be  grown  so  well  here,  our  peo- 
ple who  have  land  available  that  is  well  adapted  for  orchards  will 
certainly  show  good  foresight  by  planting  largely.  In  this  connec-* 
tion  it  might  be  well  to  say  that  the  planting  and  caring  for  an- 
orchard  requires  great  care  and  much  work  but  it  pays  as  our  most 
successful  fruit  growers  have  proven.  Too  many  persons  in  years, 
past  have  planted  their  trees  as  they  planted  a  post  and  left  them 
to  destiny.  Of  course,  the  result  was  a  failure.  No  doubt  many  of 
the  past  mistakes  will  be  obviated  in  the  future. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  information  contained  in  this  bulletin  will 
"be  helpful  to  those  already  engaged  in  fruit  production,  and  also 
that  it  may  be  the  means  of  inducing  others  to  engage  in  this  impor- 
tant work  in  locating  reliable  nursery  stock  and  securing  a  profitable 
market  for  their  crop.

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NURSERYMEN  AND  DEALERS  IN  NURSERY  STOCK  IN  PENN- 
SYLVANIA. . 

ANNOUNCEMENT.  ■  ■ 

Pennsylvania  has  always  assumed  a  rather  high  place  in  the  nursery 
business,  including  the  growing  and  sale  of  shade  and  ornamental 
and  fruit  trees  and  shrubs.  There  exist  at  the  present  time  in  the 
state  several  very  large  nurseries  of  national  and  international  repu- 
tation, whose  products  are  equivalent  to  those  produced  anywhere 
in  the  United  States  within  similar  climatic  zones. 

jSIaturally,  and  as  a  result  of  the  importation  of  numerous  pests 
affecting  nursery  stock,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  enact  special 
laws  requiring  at  least  annual  inspection  of  nursery  stock  offered 
for  sale  to  the  public.  This  work  has  been  carried  on  for  a  number 
of  years  in  a  certain  fashion,  but  not  until  the  enactment  of  a  more 
drastic  and  thoroughgoing  law  in  1917  has  the  inspection  been  of  the 
desired  quality.  During  the  past  two  years  very  well  trained  in- 
spectors have  been  placed  in  charge  of  this  work,  with  the  result 
that  most  careful  and  thoroughgoing  inspections  and  pest  eradica- 
tion have  been  the  rule,  until  we  can  now  state,  that  the  Pennsyl- 
vania nurseries  are  in  as  good  condition  as  any  other  eastern  state. 

Citizens  of  Pennsylvania  who  in  recent  years  have  been  loath  to 
purchase  Pennsylvania  grown  nursery  stock,  no  longer  need  fear 
that  they  may  secure  stock  infested  with  dangerous  pests,  and  we 
can  heartily  commend  the  patronage  of  Pennsylvania  citizens  to  the 
products  of  Pennsylvania  nurseries.  It  is  especially  desirable  that 
citizens  of  the  state  purchase  their  stock  as  largely  as  possible  from 
the  Pennsylvania  nurserymen,  who  are  known  to  grow  the  majority 
of  the  stock  offered  for  sale,  and  over  whom  the  laws  of  the  state 
have  jurisdiction,  so  that  any  irregularity  can  advisedly  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  state  authorities. 

The  following  list  of  nurserymen  and  dealers  is  the  first  that  has 
been  published  since  the  enactment  of  the  new  horticultural  inspec- 
tion law,  approved  by  the  Governor  June  29,  1917.  • 

It  is  proper  to  state  here  that  the  prompt  and  cordial  cooperation 
of  our  nurserymen  generally  has  made  possible  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  our  nursery  conditions. 

Under  the  new  horticultural  inspection  law  all  nurserymen,  deal- 
ers in  nursery  stock  and  nursery  agents  must  be  supplied  with  the 
requisite  licenses  or  certificates  before  they  can  legally  sell  stock. 
Agents  must  carry  with  them  a  three  by  five  inch  certificate  card, 
signed  by  the  Economic  Zoologist  of  the  state,  which  shall  be  shown 
to  prospective  customers  on  request.
